BURROWS IS WORRIED. 


Strength Shown by Pinsraa Qraatly 
Troublao Him. 


Gr a n d Ba pid s , August 25.—The 
friends of Senator Julius Caesar Bur­ 
rows are becoming seriously alarmed 
and are anxiously waiting for him to 
come down from the resort regions for 
a conference at which plans for the 
next senatorial campaign will be out­ 
lined and the policy to be pursued in 
the meantime will be decided on. 


Last winter, when the star of Gover­ 
nor Pingree seemed decidedly on the 
wane, Senator Burrows formed an alli­ 
ance, offensive and defensive, with 
Senator McMillan by the terms of 
which the two senators were to work 
together for the overthrow of Gover­ 
nor Pingree and the re-election of Bur­ 
rows. 


The judicious friends of Senator 
Burrows advised strongly against ty­ 
ing up too flrmly to the McMillan 
caravan, and urged that he temporize 
for a few months longer to see which 
way the political cat was going to jump. 
But Burrows thought he knew it all 
and made the plunge and now the fears 
of his friends are being realized. 
Pin­ 
gree is steadily gaining in strength 
and it is becoming more and more 
¡apparent that everything will go his 
‘ way next year. Pingree not only wants 
second term for himself, but also 
wants a legislature that will act as he 
directs. Even if they could the McMil- 
lian-Burrows combine will not dare to 
defeat Pingree in the next state con ven­ 
ción, and Pingree has entered upon an 
anti-railroad and anti-corporation cam- 
)aign that will give him the next 
egislature in spite of all the mone 
the combine can pnt into the He 
against him. 


The campaign for the next legisla­ 
ture will not he nearly as much on po­ 
litical lines as upon the Issues which 
Pingree will raise, and it wiU be one 
of the first legislative campaigns on 
record in which there will be a distinct 
issue raised. 


In addition to the growing strength 
of Governor Pingree the Burrows con­ 
tingent liave other reasons for alarm. 
The 12 tariff on lumber, while it im 
mensely pleased certain of Mr. Bur­ 
row’s lumbermen friends, had the op­ 
posite effect on a great many more 
than it satisfied, and this opposition, 
owing to the prominence taken by Bur­ 
rows in the tariff legislation) will be 
after his scalp from the start. 
This 
opposition is turning up in all sorts o¡ 
unexpected quarters, and is not con­ 
fined to lumtormen by any means. 
It 
is extending down to the farmers am 
workingmen, and Governor Pingree is 
doing all he can to encourage it in re 
venge for the way Burrows hit him in 
the matter of appointments.

Haa To Bm Cterrfed Throttgh Che Qromd at 
Om Time—The Uanquet. 


Buffalo. Aug. iS.—Prom the moment 
that the special train that bore the preal- 
ident and his retinue to the city arrived 
until he retired last night there waa one 
grlurious and .spontaneous demonstration. 
From the station to the Niagara hotel, a 
distance of two miles, the streets were 
lined with people, and at the hotel—in 
front of which there Is a great square— 
the police and soldiers from the near-by 
barracks had difficult work to keep the 
multitude in position.

Frank Phiscater Visits Benton Har* 
bor and Is Hounded by 
Persistent Inquirers. 


REFUSES TO TALK OF HIMSELF. 


Ha Maata a Numbar of PrIandaHara 
With Whom Ha Holda Plaaa- 
ant Chata. 


Prank Phiscater, the most Intereat- 
iog character in Berrien county. I t in 
town. 


Phiscater is the Baroda man who 
dug 908,000 out of the Klondike gold 
mines. He does not look like a miner, 
but more like a commercial man. He 
dresses mod^tly and his retiring, re­ 
ticent manner suggest the possession 
of shrewdness and those who expected 
to see in Frank Phiscater a rough, 
homely and ignorant miner wore disap­ 
pointed. 


Phiscater came here in company 
with George Harrison, the owner of a 
Baroda liquor store. He had not been 
here over 10 minutes before half of the 
inhabitants in the business portion of 
the city were aware of the fact. • He 
was followed from place to place by a 
group of men Intent upon ucquiring in­ 
formation of the Klondike, but to all 
except those with whom he was. ac­ 
quainted Phiscater gave the Icy mit. 


He advised bis inquirers repeatedly 
that he was tired of talking of his e.x- 
periences, but they persisted until lie 
was comjKiUed to cool their ardor with 
a sharp retort. Chief of Police Sterns 
had met Phiscator years ago but know­ 
ing that he was «>ufTering from the an­ 
noyance of persistent interro<;atories 
the chief shook hands, addressed a few 
common place remarks to him and then 
bade him good bye with the assurance 
of seeing him again. 


John Calderwood and Phiscater used 
to be playmates 17 years ago. 
They 
met this morning and recalled the in­ 
cident of a tight that occurred between 
them when they were boys. They 
chatted pleasantly over the aiTair until 
a crowd began to assemble when Phis­ 
cater, to avoid the many questions 
fired at him, expressed a purpose to 
•‘move on.” 


He visited a number of saloons this 
forenoon and the proprietoradida land- 
offlce business during his presence. 
He spent his money llberaUv and the 
old habitues of the various places who 
have gone thirsty for many davs drank 
’till their heart was content. 


With no one did Phiscater enter into 
a detailed rehearsal of his experiences. 
To a few he unfolded a general story of 
bis life in the gold fields, no features of 
which would be new to readers of T h e 
N e w s . 


Phiscater dined at the Hotel Benton. 
He said he would be glad when he got 
among strangers again, as he was bored 
to death by people after Klondike news. 
He carries several huge nuggets of 
the yellow metal with him.

In the conference yesterday 
between 
the mine workers' ofllclals and a com­ 
mittee of the operators In an attem pt 
to reach a settlenient of the coal mine 
strike In the Pittsburg district, leaving 
out the preliminaries, and coming at 
once to the object of the gathering: The 
llrst thing done was to waive the ques­ 
tion of an Interstate agreement. Ratch- 
ford then stated the term s upon which 
the miners would return to work, say­ 
ing th at they would go to wbrk 
a t 
once on the tt-cen t rate belnv vtAA 
until such time aS a board of arbitrators 
coiild make an' award of w hat would 
be a fair wave rate, any excess paid 
to the mlnera above the award of the 
arbitrators to be deducted from the pay 
of the miners, following the award. 


Operators Deellne te Aeeept. 


The operators stated their 
reasons 
why this could not be accepted, and in 
lieu thereof submitted four propositions 
for arbitration—one th at the men should 
return to work, leaving to arbitrators 
what rate shall be paid; one leaving 
the questioa of rate open until after 
an award has been made; one that the 
arbitrators decide within ten or twenty 
days, the miners remaining idle, and 
one that the arbitrators have thirty 
days in which to decide, the miners re­ 
maining idle. All those were peremptori­ 
ly rejected by the miners’ representa­ 
tives and the conference 
adjourned. 
“The operators feel th at in submitting 
these various propositionH for a settle­ 
ment by conciliation or arbitration they 
have exliausted effort In trying to bring 
about a settlem ent with the officials of 
the miners.”

The operators then say th at Ratoh-

After stating th at Ratchford was an 
unwilling attendant at the conference 
the document says: 
“In view of the 
fact th at Mr. Ratchford lives In Co­ 
lumbus. which Is the home of the lead­ 
ing operators of .the Hocking Valley 
and the largest competitors for lake 
trade the Pittsburg operators have to 
meet, the position taken by the national 
president of the United Mine W ork­ 
ers' organisation Is striking and sta rt­ 
ling.

Pittsburg, Aug, 25.—The camp of the 
striking miners which has been main­ 
tained for the past four weeks at Sandy 
Creek in order to keep the miners from 
returning to work in that pit was broken 
up yesterday morning and the seventy 
men were sent to their homes. This ac­ 
tion was taken by the miners’ officials 
because the mine there is tightly closed 
and the strikers are fully in sympathy 
with the movement for higher wages. 
The campers at Turtle Creek were very 
much elated yesterday over a rumor 
afloat among the strikers that T. B.
